It is quite possible that the proposals 
for the formation of a volunteer corps in 
this Colony, which of course found their 
way into the native papers; may have 
suggested the issuing of this—what may, 
we think, be correctly regarded as a— 
novel proclamation for China. Volunteer

districts appear to have taken an active
